Chicago Inter-Ocean: President Mc- 


Kinley told the people of Minneapolis 
that he expected congress to provide a 
government for the Filipinos. On Sun- 
day William J. Bryan declared that such 
action by congress would be a repudia- 
tion of the Declaration of Independence. 
This is the first time, proclaims Mr. 
Bryap, that an American president has 
"repudiated the people as the source of 
government." 


It requires some.self-restraint to with- 


hold from Mr. Bryan the one epithet 
that he invites by his puerile babblings. 
The treaty of peace which has been rat- 


• . - • . ified by the "United States and Spain an- 


nexed the Philippines to . the United 
States. The president could not, if he 
would, annul that treaty. In his Min- 


. 
neapolis speech he simply accepted the 
fact of annexation, and expressed his 
confident .belief that congress would treat 
the Filipinos fairly. 


The treaty of peace provides explicitly 


that the status "of the inhabitants of the 
Philippines shall be fixed by congress. 
On-this statement 
of incontrovertible 


facts, Mr; Bryan's objection to the pres- 
ident's remark is worse than childish, 
and is unworthy of any man pretending 
to eyen high school inteligence in public 
affairs. 


The president's speech announcing 


that the Philippines would be treated as 
American territory may mark an . epoch 
in hi?tory, but it is an epoch with num- 
erous precedents. 
So - numerous are 


they, in fact, that the power of congress 
to legislate for annexed territory has 
been beyon 3: question for half a century. 
.President Jefferson, when Louisiana was 
annexed Without the "consent of the 
governed," took immediate possession. 


• "Without the consent of the governed," 


he appointed not only a military gov- 
ernor, but a legislature of thirteen mem 


• bers to look after the affairs of the terri- 
tory. 


The treaty annexing . Florida

Her comparatively recent exchange ol 
mainland-territory to Russia for the 
line of islands stretching northwardly 
from her central group 'brings her ter- 
ritory to within, about 500 miles ol 
that of the United States in the Aleu- 
tian chain of islands, while at 
the 


south her -newly . acquired island of 
Formosa lies within less than 200 miles 
of the Philippines. Thus not only are 
the United States and Japan neighbors 
territorially, but their insular posses- 
sions combined stretch .along the en- 
tire Pacific coast of Asia from arctic 
to equatorial, waters.—Chicago Chron- 
icle.

Timely Discovery at Kent hi the Dover

"WP.en the coal boring was put down 


I at Dover a&out six or eight years ago, 


', by Mr. F. Brady, on the site of the old 


I Channel tunnel works, there were i'ridl-' 
' cations in the cores -of the presence of 
iron ore in the strata between 500 and 
BOO feet from the surface. The indica- 
tions have now proved correct, says.the 
London Chronicle. 
In the 'course of 


sinking the No. 2 shaft a bed of valu- 
able oolitic iron ore has just been 
struck at a depth of rather less than 
600 fnet. The seam proves to be no less 
than twelve feet thick and probably ex- 
tends over a great area, the quantity 
being practically unlimited. The dlam- 
pter of the shaft is twenty feet and tho 
quantity brought to the surface 
in 


; passing through 
the 
twelve 
feet 


amounted to about 350'tons. Samples 
of the ore have been submitted to anal- 
ysis, with highly satisfactory results, a 
vashed sample of the ore yielding .45.8 
eer cent of iron. On visiting the col- 
liery works today I Inspected a consid- 
erable bulk of the ore and the mana- 
ger informed me that a washed sample 
tested at the works yielded between 50 
and 60 per cent of iron. The analysis 
shows that the ore is free from sul- 
phur and phosphorus. The ore is stat- 
ed to. be of much richer quality than 
the Wealden Ironstone, worked in Kent 
and Sussex a century ago. Prof. Boyd 
Dawkins, in a paper read before" the 
British'association in 1894', described 
a sample obtained from the original 
boring.' From this it appears that this 
bed of iron ore is identical with that 
described by Blake and Hudlestou at 
Abbotsbury, In Dorset, where it occurs 
between the Klmmeridge clay above 
and the Coralllan rocks below. It is 
also, practically identical with the val- 
uable iron ors worked for many years 
in Westbury, Wiltshire. The ironstone 
presents very singular physical char- 
acteristic's: It is composed of dark 
brown, shining grains of hydrated ox- 
Jde of iron, like millet seed, imbedded 
in a crystalline base, partly of cal- 
cium and partly of 'iron carbonate.
